One of Delmonico'a Dinners. 


From a New York Letter In the Philadelphia 


Times. 


"Well, thore was a gentleman," 


said Delmonico," who gave a dinner 
to ten people that cost him $400 a 
cover. It was luxurious enough to 
lie classical. Bis hills of fare he 
providwljliimself, and he instated on 
I lie garcorw, five of them, heing 
dreKwd as sailors. He was a yachts- 
nun, and lie bought their clothe* and 
M nt fur then) next day to draw lib 
milors on liin vessel with. The billH 
of fare were the fiature of the din- 
ner. Let me see, they druitk—or | 
rather tasted—every vinted liquor 
that has been brought to Amnrica. 
I do not mean that they drank ev- 
ery brand of wine, hut the b<»l w»e 
not good enough for their taste. 
They finished with a fousttc eofc 
made of eleven liquors." 


"But 
the bills of fare?" 


"They were too grand. Before 


each plate set a cut-ghtH; basin, 
about twenty inches in diameter and 
bur inohcs deep. Each was nearly 
Hied with water perfumed with at- 
ar of roses, on the surface ot which 
loated half-open pond-lilits. 
In 


the bai-in a perfect model of the 
yacht owiml by the gentleman who 
rave the dinner was placed. It was 
lit in red cedar wood, with cabin, 
rail, wheel for steering, brass work, 
such as belaying-pins, binnacle, etc, 
man-ropes worked and trimmed 
with sailor knots, scraped pine 
masts and booms, rigging of'silken 
cords, colored as it should be in a 
prototype, and sails of satin." 


"But the bills of fare?" 
"Yes, yes! The sails carried the 


jills of fare. 
On the flying jibs 


were the words, 'Compliments of 
the'—well, giver of the dinner; on 
the jib the date and place; on the 
bresail was the name of the guest 
who sat at the place where each lit- 
tle vessel floated, and on the main- 
sail was the menu. Then, as the 


est had occasion to consult it, he 


used a little gold bar that rested on 
the lingers of a silver naiad who 
peered over the sparkling glass and 
held out both hands to grasp the 
oar. 
After the dinner each guest 


carried away the bill of fare, or had 
it sent to him at his home. The 
bills of fare must have cost $100 
apiece.

floor of the senate by Conkhng, but he 
determined to make it bis business 
while senator to look after the patron- 
age. 
Conkling would rarely see an 


office-Becker, and didn't want to be 
bothered with their matters. This made 
it accessary for Piatt to bo on the most 
friendly terms with the administration. 
He did. as yon remember, make two or 
three efforts to show that he was friend- 
ly. Bat to his surprise he could not 
get aiongr with the President, and he 
saw early that for some reason or other 
he was distrusted. When Robertson's 
nomination went in, I'latt again tried 
to intimate to the President that he had 
a friendly senator in him.

I saw tho President nn the 
evening before he was shot, and I then 
told him how mistaken he had been in 
Platt ; that if he had extended his 
hand Platt would have met him half 
way. 
The President was in good spirit;

known this before. I said that I had 
tried to let him know, but he couldn'l 
then seem to understand, and that T 
knew he wax troubled at that interview 
because he held a newspaper to hie face 
but that I saw the paper wa<! upside 
down.

A PROCLAMATION. 


It ha) long been tbe piou! custom of 


oar people, with the closing of the year, 
to look back upon the blessings brought 
to them in the changing course of sea- 
sons, aod to return solemn thanks to 
tho all-giving source from whom they 
flow; and although at this period, when 
the falling leaf admonishes ns that the 
time of our sacred doty is at hand, our 
nation still lies in the shadow of its 
great bereavement, and the mourning 
which has filled our hearts finds sorrow- 
ful expression toward the God before 
whom we but lately bowed in grief and 
supplication, yet the countless benefits 
which have been showered upon ns dur- 
ing the past twelve months, call for our 
fervent gratitude and make it fitting 
that we should rejoice with thankfulness 
that the Lord in his infinite mercy has 
most signally favored our country and 
our people. Peace without and pros- 
perity within have been vouchsafed to 
ut. No pestilence has visited our shores. 
Tbe abundant |tivileges of 
freedom 


which our fathers left ns in their wis- 
dom arc still our increasing heritage, 
and if in parts of our vast domain some 
affliction has visited our brethren in 
their forest homes, yet even this oalam 
ity has been tempered, aid in a manner 
sanctified by the generous compassion 
for the sufferers which bus been called 
forth throughout our land. 


For all these things it is meet that 


the voice of the nation should go up to 
God in devout homage. 


Wherefore 1, Chester 
A. Arthur, 


President of the United States, do rec- 
ommend that all the people observe 
Thursday, tbe 24th day of November 
instant, as a day of national tbanksgiv 
ing and prayer, by ceasing, BO far as

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Something 


of a sensation was caused in the crimin- 
al oourt room to day by Col. Corkhill's 
explanation to his position with regard 
to the star route oases. The usual 
crowd had assembled to listen to Col 
Cook's argument for the government, 
and when the court was all ready to 
proceed the district attorney arose and, 
looking around upon bis audience, be- 
gan to address the court from a care- 
fully prepared manuscript 
Col. Cork- 


hill was visibly nervous, and was appar- 
ently laboring under strong excitement. 
His manner and words at first caused a 
puzzled expression to flit over the faces 
of his audience, who seemed for a time 
at a loss to know just what he was driv- 
ing at. They were not long in doing it. 
It was the district attorney's contribu- 
tion to that remarkable cabinet meet- 
ing which has excited so much atten- 
tion for the last two days. The im- 
pressive manner of Colonel Corkhill 
indicated the consciousness of the im- 
portance of what he wag about to s&y. 
That he had not overestimated it was 
evidenced by the effect on the crowd, 
and upon tbe star route people especial- 
ly, and by the way the matter is handled 
to-night. 


His points may be summed as fol- 


lows : 


1. That he baa no knowledge what- 


ever as to the star-route cases. 


2. That Col. Cook was placed in 


charge of them by the attorney general 
without consulting Corkhill. 


3. That MacVeagh is responsible for 


tho adjournment of the grand jury. 


Indirectly, however, points more im- 


portant to the public were unintention- 
ally made apparent by Col. Corkhill's 
personal explanation, and it is upon 
this that public attention here is fixed. 
The principal one is that the alleged 
frequent assertions last summer of "~ 
postmaster general and attorney gene.^, 
and the positively known and repeated 
declarations of Gibson. Woodward and 
Company, that the government was 
fortified with the strongest evidence, 
and was ready to proceed at any time, 
had no foundation in fact. Col. Cork- 
bill's statement, substantiated by both 
Col. Cook and Judge Cox, shows that 
the government really had no cue on 
which to proceed before a grand iarv at 
that 
time. 
* 


Col. Corkhill,in an interview to night, 


said that his explanation was due to 
himie.f, and he was not to be made the 
icapogoat of anybody in this brancai, 
high or low. The cate bad been taken 
rat of his bands from the first, aad he 
knew no more about tho prosecution 
than any other member of the reading 
wblic. If there was any evidence to 
convict, he had not seen it, and nobody 
had divulged it to him. 
When he had 


_erely mentioned the fact to the attor- 
ney general that it was proposed to ad- 
ionrn the grand jury unless the star- 
route caws were ready, he had been 
enubbcd by the statement that whenever 
tt« or hi» grand jory were wanted they 
would be notified. 
If the cases had 


been ready they might have been brough 
before the grand jury any day within an 
hour's notice, for that body could have 
been easily got together witliin that 
time. 
He would not nay whether there 


was or was not evidence on which to 
obtain an indictment in the regular way. 
He knew nothing about it. 
I I f was not 


responsible for the public JinfrreDcc. 
He was responsible for his own actions. 


The district attorney evidently chaf- 


ed under newspaper criticism for a good 
while before he resolved on the course 
taken to-day. The article in Satur 
day's Sfnr,ia 
which Mr. MacVeagh is 


represented as putting him in a corner 
was too much for him. 


Secretary Windnro says the alleged 


account of the cabinet meeting was 
falpc from beginning to end. 
The star-
